2. Claims 1-13 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
discovered a novel and unobvious amination process. The claims are distinguished from the 
prior ait by the use of compressed carbon, dioxide. The prior art teaches away from the use of 
compressed carbon dioxide in amination reactions because the expected competing reaction of 
forming carbamic acid would be undesirable. Applicant has unexpectedly discovered that 
compressed carbon dioxide is useful in an amination process using selected N-silylamines as 
reactants. All claims are allowable.
